TIMBER STOCK RETURNS 


The Timber Control, Ministry of Supply, announces certain 
modifications regarding stock returns, which will be required at 
less frequent intervals during 1944. They are :— 

Imported 

Returns of Private Opening Stocks and of Merchants’ unsold 
balances of Outright Purchases are to be rendered quarterly as at 
3lst March, 30th June, 30th September and 30th December. 

The returns of Imported stock acquired for seasoning and of 
Consumers’ stocks acquired under licence are now abolished. 
Home-Grown 

Merchants and Consumers are requested to render returns on 
Forms HG.2 and HG.3 of stocks held by them every two months 
as at 29th February, 29th April, 30th June, 31st August, 3lst 
October and 30th December. 

Consumers’ returns of stocks acquired for seasoning against 
T.C.3/8/9 licences should no longer be made on Form HG. 5, but 
should be made on separate HG.2 and HG.3 forms every two 
months as above.

AND BORDER DIVISION MERGER

Preheating of High Tensile Steels, etc. 


The sccurate preheating of high tensile steels, non-ferrous 
metals and cast iron has been established as being essential to 
the production of sound welded constructions. 

‘The difficulty in the past has been in obtaining a suitable 
method of reading preheat temperatures under workshop con- 
ditions ; Tempilstiks have been found to be both accurate 
(+ 1 per cent.) and easy to use; they are now readily available 
for the following temperatures: 125, 150, 175, 200, 225, 250, 
275, 300, 350, 400, 450, 500, 550, 600, 650, and 700 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Tempilstiks are chemical mixtures (rather like a crayon) with 
fixed melting points, and may be used in two ways. 

(1) A mark about } inch long is made on the job to be welded 
in much the same way as a chalk mark would be made. Heat 
is then applied, and when the mark melts and virtually dis- 
appears, the temperature stated on the particular Tempilstik 

ing used has been reached. This method should only be used 
when the preheating flame does not play directly on the locality 
where the mark has been made. 

(2) Where the entire surface of the work may come into

contact with the preheating flame, the temperature is ascer- 
tained by periodically removing the flame and marking the job 
as before. The correct temperature has been reached when the 
mark melts as soon as it is made.

(No. 3) Order, 1944 (8. R. & O. 1944 No. 14, price 1d.) which 
increases the basic price of tanned kips by 12} per cent. 


Government Road Haulage Organisation 


HIRING RATES 


The rates for vehicles hired under the Government Road 
Haulage Scheme have been under review by the Ministry of 
War Transport and the Finance Panel of the Standing Joint 
Committee of Road Hauliers’ National Organisations in the 
light of the general experience gained in the operation of the 
scheme and particularly of the effect on working conditions of 
the recent exceptionally heavy demands on haulage. 

When the rates were originally agreed little was known of the 
effect on the life of tvres of the modifications in their structure 
made necessary by the shortage of crude rubber. Further, in 
order to meet local shortages of transport it has been necessary 
to take vehicles away from their norma! routes and in some cases 
to change their bases, with the result that the average cost of 
maintenance, apart from rises in the cost of materials and the 
dilution of labour, has been increased. 

The opportunity afforded by the discussions has been taken 
to make other adjustments. 

The agreed modifications are as follows :— 

(1) The mileage payments have been substantially increased. 

(2) The weekly payments have been increased and will in 
future be based on a forty-six week year, i.e., a ful) year’s standing 
charges wili be paid for forty-six weeks of availability. . If the 
vehicle is available for more than forty-six weeks the additional 
weeks will be paid for pro rata. On the other hand, no payment 
will be made during any period of unavailability from whatever 
cause arising. This arrangement will give operators an incentive 
to maintain their vehicles in roadworthy condition. 

(3) Instead of paying for tyres as an element in the weekly and 
mileage payments the Ministry has agreed to reimburse the actual 
cost of new (including retreaded) tyres. The operator will be 
allowed to retain any credit payable in respect of covers returned 
in good condition. 

(4) Where a hired vehicle is purchased new after Ist January 
1944, at a price which is more than £50 in excess of the price 
allowed for when the original rates were fixed, an allowance will 
be made for the additional depreciation involved and for interest 
on the additional outstanding capital expenditure. 

(5) The allowance in respect of employers’ liability and work- 
men’s compensation will be raised from 30s. to 40s. per cent. of 
the wages paid to drivers and statutory attendants. 

The revised payments will operate respectively from Ist 
January 1944,

Mattress and Pillow Ticks 


The Board of Trade have allotted a limited quantity of utility 
ticking for the production of mattress and pillow ticks to traders 
who produced such goods in the standard period Ist June 1939 
to 3lst May 1940. . Allocations of ticking for this purpose are 
made through the Cotton Board, 81 Fountain Street, Man- 
chester 2. Manufacture is controlled by individual directions 
issued under the Apparel and Textiles Order, which fix maximum. 
prices and provide that the goods must be marked with the 
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utility mark and with the words “ Mattress tick” or “ Pillow 
tick” as the case may be. 

These goods when sold by wholesalers and retailers are subject 
to the provisions of the Utility Household Textiles (Maximum 
Prices) Order, 1943 (see Board of Trade Journal, 10th July 
1943, page 256). Ceiling prices for them have not yet been 
added to the Schedule to this Order, but the margins which apply 
are :—

stocks and have a regular selling organisation for supplying 

the retail trade. - 

4} per cent. on returns for other wholesalers. 

25 per cent. on returns for retailers.

British Standard Specifications 


TEST PIECES FOR PRODUCTION CONTROL OF 
ALUMINIUM ALLOY SPOT WELDS 


The above British Standard (B.S. 1138: 1943), which has just 
been published, deals with test pieces for shear testing of spot 
welds of aluminium base alloys and is intended to standardise 
production control procedure and to provide reliable indications 
of the quality of welds. 

The Standard describes two test pieces, one of which is for 
material up to 18 8.W.G. (0°048 in.) thick and the other for 
thicknesses exceeding 18 8.W.G. In addition, there are clauses 
dealing with the welding procedure, the testing procedure and 
the various test results which should be recorded.

OPEN-ENDED SPANNERS 


A revision of the British Standard for Open-ended Spanners 
(B.S. 192) has recently been published by the British Standards 
Institution. The previous edition of the specification, which was 
issued in 1934, specified the complete dimensions for the design 
of the spanner head. It has now been considered that this 
detailed specification placed an unnecessary restriction on 
developments in spanner design and in the new revision no 
detailed dimensions are laid down for the spanner heads, thus 
permitting the manufacturer to develop the design he considers 
most suitable. The new specification does, however, include a 
proof test which ensures that the spanner is of an adequate 
strength, and, in order to preclude against the possibility of

spanners being manufactured; unduly, large in the head, the 
specification defines a limiting space within which the spanner 
must. be able to operate a standard nut. The specification covers 
all of the standard sizes of B.S.W. and B.S.F. bolts and nuts 
from 7/32 inch B.S.F. to 2 inch B.S.W. 

The present specification relates to open-ended carbon steel 
spanners. It is proposed to issue a separate specification at a 
later date for thin alloy steel open-ended spanners.

NICKEL SCHEDULE 


The British Standards Institution has just issued an addi- 
tional section covering nickel and nickel alloys, for inclusion in 
B.8S./STA 7. Services Schedule of Non-Ferrous Metals. The new 
section to the schedule includes tables giving the mechanical 
properties and tables giving the relevant uses and general notes 
for all metals covered. The tables have been issued in loose 
leaf form so that they can be inserted in cover of B.S./STA 7 in 
their appropriate place.

CODE OF PRACTICE FOR USE OF P.V.C. CABLES 


The B.S. Specifications for electric cables were recently ex- 
tended to include details of polyvinylchloride insulated and/or 
sheathed cables, this type of cable now being recognised as an 
alternative to rubber cables. The physical and mechanical 
characteristics of P.V.C. compounds differ from those of rubber, 
with the result that the conditions governing the installation of 
rubber cables, as laid down in the I.E.E. Wiring Regulations, are 
not entirely applicable to the installation of P.V.C. cables. To 
meet this position the War Emergency Code of Practice for the 
Planning of Electrical Installations (B.S. 1062 : 1943) has been 
revised by the issue of an Amendment Sheet P.D. 202. Copies 
of this amendment may be obtained from the Publications 
Department. of the British Standards Institution, 28 Victoria 
Street, London, S8.W.1, on receipt of a stamped addressed 
envelope. 


REFUSE STORAGE CONTAINERS 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued a speci- 
fication for refuse storage containers, which has been prepared 
in response to a request submitted by the Metropolitan Boroughs 
Standing Joint Committee. 

Owing to the diversity in the methods employed in different 
container systems it has been decided not to contemplate the 
preparation of a detailed specification; moreover it has been 
considered that a standard of too rigid a nature would be un- 
desirable as this would tend to restrict the natural development 
of a comparatively new method of dealing with the problem of 
refuse collection. For these reasons the specification has been 
limited to the shell dimensions and maximum overall dimensions 
together with constructional requirements of a general character. 

The specification is confined to containers of 1} cubic yard 
capacity since, while it is appreciated that containers of a smaller 
size may come into more general use at a later date, it is felt 
that the demand does not justify the standardisation of more 
than one size at the present time. 

It has been thought that some guidance in regard to the 
construction and dimensions of chambers for storage containers 
would be of assistance to architects and others contemplating 
the use of a container system and some general recommendations 
have been included in an Appendix.

WIRE STRAND FOR SIGNALLING PURPOSES 

A revision of British Standard 163A for galvanised steel wire 
strand for signalling purposes has recently been published. 
Experience in the use of the 1936 edition of the specification 
indicated that amendment was desirable in order to provide 
strand of greater reliability. In this new edition several changes 
have been made. 

In place of four grades of wire having tensiles which vary 
from 25 to 90 tons per square inch, provision is now made for 
three grades of wire only. The previous low tensile 25/30 ton 
grade has been omitted and the 40/50 ton grade has been 
increased in tensile to 50/60 tons. 

It is now stipulated that the manufacturer shall test each 
coil of wire before stranding. The inspection procedure as to the 
selection of test samples has been modified to ensure that such 
samples more adequately represent the bulk. ,

Brazil 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro reports, by telegraph, that under a Decree Law pub- 
lished 6th December 1943, and coming into force on that date, 
a number of changes have been introduced into the Brazilian 
Customs Tariff. 

The wording of the Tariff to differentiate between “‘ pure ” 
and “industrial’’ chemicals and similar products has been 
modified in some 200 items. The duties are appreciably increased 
(when for industrial use) on boric and several organic acids, 
potassium compounds (including caustic), a number of chlorides 
and sulphates and several other chemicals. The duties on paint 
(mainly titanium white) preparations are increased, while those 
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on raw titanium whites are decreased. The duties have also 
been raised by 40 per cent. to 80 per cent. on industrial and 
similar soaps. There has been no change in respect of other 
manufactured goods. 

A further notice will be published as soon as details of the 
Decree are received. 


Costa Rica 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Representative at San José has forwarded a translation 
of Decree No. 79, dated 19th November 1943, which introduces 
a large number of modifications in the Costa Rican Customs 
Tariff. 

The duties on many items classed as articles of luxury have 
been raised, while on other items, including coarse cotton cloth, 
linen cloth, agricultural tools, etc., the duties have been either 
reduced or completely withdrawn. 

The Decree came into force on the date of its publication 
(21st November 1943) in respect of articles on which the duties 
have been raised, and on Ist January 1944 in cases where the 
duties have been reduced or suppressed.

Australia 
FOOD PRODUCTION PROGRAMME 


A far-reaching active approach to the urgent problems of the 
Australian food front has recently been outlined. This would 
involve considerable releases of manpower, a revival of the 
manufacture in Australia of agricultural and dairy implements, 
and substantial increases in dairy and vegetable production. A 
marked expansion in the flour export trade was expected, which, 
with the provision of the extra man-power necessary for flour 
milling, should incidentally provide the needed additional 
supplies of poultry and stock feeds. 

The expected demands of the various fighting forces for 1944 
has already been carefully estimated. The forecast made to the 
food .control organisation indicates the necessity for careful 
long-range planning. The estimated requirements in milk only 
are 1,300 million gallons. This will be needed to supply the 
demands of the civilian population and the fighting services 
based in Australia, and to maintain exports to Great Britain of 
butter, cheese and condensed and dried milk. The present 
forecast of milk production for all purposes is not much over 
1,000 million gallons. The solution planned requires the release 
of manpower, which may be obtained from the fighting forces 
or diverted from munitions production. 

It has been reported also that arrangements have been com- 
pleted to ensure supplies of superphosphate by increasing 
imports of phosphate rock. 

The Commonwealth Food Controller has also stated that the 
egg production for the 1943 season was estimated at 100 million 
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dozen as compared with 81 million dozen in the previous season. 
It is hoped that as many as 200 million dozen will be produced, 
all of which could be handled, principally in dried form. A 
marked increase in chicken hatcheries was therefore planned 
for the current season and a further increase is contemplated for 
1944. If successful, an experiment to be carried out with a view 
to having two hatching seasons in one year will yield interesting 
results. 

The Controller-General of Food has also indicated that the 
usual close contact is being maintained with the Department of 
Agriculture in the various States of the Commonwealth. Already 
the States have been given full particulars of their respective 
vegetable targets for 1944. They are based largely on the results 
of 1943, additional consideration being given to increases now 
estimated to be necessary. In the study of these problems 
consideration was given to such factors as the production of 
vegetables at suitable price levels in order to induce growers to 
increase their production; adequate manpower, plant and 
machinery ; fertilisers and insecticides; and a satisfactory 
organisation for marketing and disposal. 

A further development. of the comprehensive canning and 
dehydration programme will provide outlets for increased pro- 
duction. It is expected that the increased production of suitable 
vegetables, over and above the capacity of the canning and 
dehydration plants, would be readily absorbed by the great 
demand of the civil population for foods to replace those that 
might temporarily be in short supply. 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Bihar, 3rd January. Crops are fair. The sowing of rabi has 
been completed. The harvesting of paddy is being completed. 

Orissa, 3rd January. The harvesting of late Saradh and the 

threshing of early Saradh paddy are proceeding. Wheat and 
sugarcane are thriving. 

Central Provinces, 31st December. Crops are in good condi- 
tion. Wheat has been affected by insects in Betul. The picking 
of cotton is being completed and the threshing of paddy and 
khariff crops is going on. 

Punjab, 3rd January. Crops are unchanged. 

Assam, 3rd January. Crop prospects and outturn are fair. 

Bengal, 5th January. The harvesting of winter paddy is pro- 
ceeding and crop prospects are favourable.

Canada 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER 1943 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, report that trade 
during the first nine months of 1943 aggregated 3,414,075,016 
dollars as compared with 2,932,592,404 dollars in the cor- 
responding period of 1942. The nine-month total in 1943 
exceeded the total for the full year 1941 by about 325 million 
dollars. 


Peru 


COTTON AND SUGAR PRODUCTION 


The yield from the 1943 cotton crop is estimated at approxi- 
mately 45,000 tons, by comparison with an average output of 
75,000 tons, but the decline in yield has been compensated by 
the high prices now ruling—the highest for very many years. 

Sugar production has remained steady, and prices, at around 
U.S. $2.80 per quintal, compare with pre-war quotations of 

S. $1.30 per quintal. A sale of 70,000 tons, effected recently 
for American account, was effective in liquidating practically all 
surplus stocks of sugar which were then held. 

MINERALS AND PETROLEUM 

Mineral production has remained fairly steady, and prices of 
strategic metals are guaranteed until July 1944 by the renewal 
of the agreement in force between Peru and the Metals Reserve 
Company of Washington. 

The output of petroleum in 1942 was 14,600,000 barrels, 
while production in 1943 was running ahead of recent years. 


Uruguay 
AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK 


The Ministry of Cattle-Farming and Agriculture has recently 
issued a report concerning the winter cereal and linseed crops 
corresponding to the season 1942-43, a summary of which is as 
follows :—the total area sown (636,019 hectares) was slightly less 
than the average over the five-year period 1932-37), but appre- 
ciably less than that corresponding to the 1937-42 period. The 
tendency towards a reduction in the area sown to winter crops, 
especially wheat, has been due to sundry causes, the principle 
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being the difficulties in obtaining fuel as well as the considerable 
stocks which remained on hand from the previous season. 
Contrary to first expectations, the protracted summer drought 
did not affect wheat seedlings and, moreover, it is now estimated 
that the yield will have compensated for the smaller area culti- 
vated. As regards-linseed, although the area sown was larger 
than in the previous year, plants were severely affected by the 
drought, and the harvest will probably prove to have produced 
not only less than the average over the last five years but also 
less than in the 1941-42 season. 


United States of America 
BALANCE OF TRADE WITH LATIN AMERICA 


The United States Census Bureau reports that merchandise 
imports into the United States from Latin-American countries 
exceeded exports from the United States to those countries by 
371 million dollars during the first nine months of 1943. This 
compares with a balance of 221 million dollars for the like 
period of 1942. Large import balances against the United 
States were reported in trade with Cuba, Chile, Argentina, 
Brazil, Colombia and Uruguay, whereas export balances were 
recorded against Panama and Venezuela. 


COFFEE IMPORT QUOTAS FOR .1943-44 


The total quota for the import of coffee into the United 
States during the 1943-44 quota year which commenced on 
lst October 1943 was fixed at 10 per cent. above the original 
basic quota of 15,900,000 bags established under the Pan- 
American Coffee Agreement, that is to say at 17,490,000 bags, 
which compares with the final revised total quota of 27,953,794 
bags for the 1942-43 quota year. The respective quotas of the 
six principal Latin-American coffee-producing countries for the 
current year compare as follows with the final revised quotas last 
year :—

Export Credits Guarantees 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credite Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods, 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 

(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 

(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 

ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 

covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 


The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk, 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm o.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions. 

Exporters are invited to apply for further particulars to 
the Headquarters of the Export Credits Guarantee Department 
at 9, Clements Lane, Lombard Street, London, E.C.4, or co
